■nlio, like the writer of this brief notice, preserve 
■a vivid an I most kindly recollection of Itis services 
in this capacity, and will cherish it always. Gov. 
Hissell died at his rest lence in Nonvalk, at the ad- 
vanced age of seventy-five.

K1VEK AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS- 

River news is just now a very scarce article 
Some little incidents occur occasionally, but they 
are generally so insignificant as to be unworthy of 
notice. The river is about at a stand here. It it so 
low that there is but little traveling on steamboats. 
The Jeffersonville and Ohio and Mississippi Rail- 
roads are doing nearly all the travel E 1st, West, and 
South. The fare to Cairo and St. Louis is only £8 
50 by railroad, and passengers reach St. Louis in 15 
hours and Cairo in 21 hours. Trains leave three 
times a day— the G A. M. train goes to St. Louis via 
Indianapolis and to the Atlantic cities in 38 to 40 
hours, and the 11 A. M. and 9 P. M. trains go to St. 
Louis, Cairo, and Cincinnati, via the Ohio and Mh- 
sissippi Railroads. 

The steamer Tempest, Capt. Parr, is a new and 
very light draught boat. She is advertised to leave 
for Cairo to-day, and the steamer Time is up for the 
Tennessee river. Both are at the city wharf. 

The Moses McClellan is the mailboat for Cincinnati 
and the Emma Dean is the Carrollton packet. 



Sheriff Hall and a posse of constables were at the 
wharf vesterday to swerve a warrant on the steam- 
boat Diamond. She hail escaped from the officers at 
New Albany, and Mr. Hall was telegraphed to stop 
her at this point. But she proved a trifle too sharp 
for the officers. She plnced her Evansville freight 
and passengers in a tlatboat, which she landed in 
charge of a deck hand, and backed out, leaving her 
creditors lost in admiration at her shrewdness. We 
understand that the claim against the boat is verv 
heavy, being a judgment obtained in one of the 
United States Circuit Courts for sinking a barge be- 
longing to the steamer Ohio, which was loaded with 
valuable goods at the time onhe^aeddent. 

The above is incorrect. The facts in the case are 
simply these: Some time last winter the steamer 
Diamond, in landing at the wharf here, came in 
contact with a lighter in which the steamer Ohio had 
aischarged her freight, she drawing too much water 
to go through the canal. The underwriters refused 
to pay the loss on the goods sunk in the lighter, and 
the owners brought suit against them in the district 
court of New Orleans, and judgment was rendered 
for plaintiffs. The underwriters have now taken ot.t 
an attachment against the Diamond for the value i f 
the goods. This case has not been tried yet. The 
Diamond has lieen h ing here all summer, but no 
sooner than business ojiens an attachment is taken 
out agaiust her, and that by insurance companies. 
Why did they not attach and bring suit against her 
here? It is a trick that none but a Cincinnati insur- 
would lie guilty of.

Ar.itiv.VL of the Empire Citv— Rep-nt of Vie 
Purser.— The Empire City, Capt. John McGowan, 
left her wharf at Norfolk, Va., at 10 A. M., n 
the 18th, for this port. She had been victualled 
and coaled during the previous two days, for a 
thorough cruise in search of the missing steamer 
Central America, of whose ultimate safetv, how- 
ever, none on board felt any misgiving. "But on 
the day of appointed departure, at 5 A. M., a pi- 
lot boat came up from outside, anchoret 1 in the 
stream near us, and we were soon boarded bv a 
gentleman, one of four passengers, who electrified 
us w ith the announcement of the total Ins* of the 
Central America, foundered at sea at 8 P. M. on 
the evening of the 12th inst., during the late se- 
vere gale, cam ing dow n with her most of her of- 
ficers and crew, nearly 400 passengers, and £1 - 
800,000 in treasure. 

Our informant had been picked up on the ni -bt of 
the disaster, floating about on f ragmen's of the wnck, 
with forty-eight others, by the Norwegian bark El- 
len, Captain Johnson, from Belize. Honduras, b,tund 
to Falmouth, England, which he reported then coin- 
ing up the bay, iu tow of a small steamer. 

It was likewise understood that aU the women 
and children, some of the latter infants, in all fiftv- 
six in number, had been saved in the steamer's 
lioats, before she sunk, and put on board the bri"- 
Marine of Boston. "Sir," said our informant, "five 
hundred men with death yawning liefore them at 
any moment, stood solid as a rock, nor made a 
movement for the boats until the women and chil- 
dren had been all safely transported to the brig, .li- 
ter whichmbout forty of the crew and male passen- 
gers in a few trips reached the latter before the 
steamer went down." 

Capt. M'Gowan, abandoning his previous intention, 
immediately got his ship under weigh; steamed down 
the harbor, and when near the light-ship spoke the 
bark w ith her quota of the saved. Hailing her, he 
proffered a passage to New York to all who ehoae to 
accept. The majority were taken on board, and 
with a parting round of three hearty cheers for their 
preserves, we proceeded on our course, hoping to fall 
in with the brig »n 1 relieve the woman and children. 
Within three miles of Cape Henry, a rami wm ife. 
scribed ahead in tow of a propeller, bowd in, and 
immediately speculation was rife as to w hether Mi 
might or might not prove to be the vessel w e wqIiL 
Glasses were levelled at her bv anxion« grortp* 
gathered forward, and as we rapidly eland together 
certainty succeeded MffMMM, and to the jov of all 
she proved to be the brig Marine, in tow of the City 
of Norfolk propeller, her low and confined decks 
swarming with wretched looking objects, ■ n v of 
them womtn and children, wringing their h inds.'.-ind 
weeping and laughing by turns hysterically. Our 
boats were speedily lowered, and Capt. IfcGowaa, 

in the first, boarded the brig in person, car-: !. 

embraced, and. indeed, half strangled bv the p<or 
womei), who threw themselves upon him as he reach- 
ed the deck. 

As boat load af er boatload reached our ships 
side and ladder, each vied with the other in assist- 
ing them to our decks, and in a short time the great- 
er portion were comfortably quartered in our cal>ius. 
To the bystanders the recognition and (tiMlilM he- 
tween the two parties — mother claiming Mm, and 
husband wife, the eager scanning of each face in 
agonizing fear and expectation, the joy or yrief 
manifested as recognition or disappointment awaited 
the gazer — was touching in the extreme, straining 
the heart-strings and moistening the eye* ttf MMQT 
hitherto unused to such manifestation." A portion 
remained on lioard the brig, preferriui; to ^o up to 
Norfolk: and when all who wished had lieen taken 
on board, the Empire City again started with her 
freight of unfortunates for New York. 

Ninety-six in all were reported to have been sa- 
ved by the brig, inclusive of the colored MtwardMB. 
who died from exhaustion shortly after haviw been 
taken from the wreck. All speak in the highest 
terms of the attention paid them, and the humanity 
displayed by the officers and crews of both brigand 
bark; the former, conveying the women. MMaMMl 
to serve out her last day's ration of water, ami had 
not an opportune supply of provisions been receiv- 
ed from a passing vessel, thev must have lieen 
driven to great straights with hunger as well as 
thirst. 

The bark Ellen had previously had all her boats 
stove in the gale, and every individual of thooe 
saved by her were drawn on board by lines thrown 
them as she sailed through the drifting masses of 
drowning men — her captain handling his vessel as 
only a sailor could, going ahead, getting stern- 
way on '1»nd drifting to leeward, as the 
cries alidoA^mrTrom those whom he could not gee 
through the darkness of the night dictated. Their 
escape is unequaled in the annals of marine disaster 
and relief. The officers of the Empire City, griev- 
ing for the loss of their brother officers, hive yet a 
feeling of pride and satisfaction in know ing" that 
they died at their posts, striving to save life to the 
last, and point to the fact that all the women anil 
children were saved (not an infant lost), as an in-

When the passengers of the Empire City landed, 
those of them who were survivors of the wreck of 
the Central America found carriaces waiting to con- 
vey them to hotels, and it is said, greatly to the hon- 
or of the hack men. that they all refused to receive 
pav for their services The Astor House, the Metro- 
politan Hotel, and other houses were extremely kind 
and liberal in receiving all the sufferers who applied 
for accommodations. The unfortunates were ouly 
half clad, and were nearly all destitute of money. 
A writer in the Herald says: 

The unfortunate, and yet fortunate women, wore 
an expression of the greatest sadness; it was not an 
obtrusive sorrow, but calm, deep, and pervading. 
Scarcely one of them had a cent of money, and 
none a "change of clothes; they were just as they 
had got into the boat from the Central America, 
devoid of skirts, and wearing merely an outside 
dress. Some wept as they approached New York 
city, overcome with past memories and their unex- 
pected condition. They had left California affluent 
in wealth and rich in the reciprocal enjoyment of af- 
fection; they arrived here devoid of treasure and 
overburdened with affliction. In lieu of their bright 
anticipations they find the severest suffering, and 
some, the extremest penury. Not the least piteous 
was the sight of the infants. Some of them were 
perfectly naked, merely wrapped around by a c*arse 
blanket taken from a berth. 

Others were merely girt about the loins with linen, 
while others wore a fuller dress. Many of the mo- 
thers seemed quite unwell. Some were taking 
gruel, others were giving it to their babies. The 
deepest sadness pervaded all. A few could only 
speak with tears; others had power to check the 
outward semblance of their inward grief. Some 
who had faced death in the hoar of their peril w ith 
cheeks unblanched could not speak of the catastro- 
phe and the loss of a loved one without tears. In 
looking at the condition of those saved from tue un- 
fortunate shin, one could more fully realize the 
greatness of the calamity. AR the passengers, male 
and female, spoke in the highest terms of their treat- 
ment on board the Empire City. 

We are authorized by Mr. Wm. B. Webb, the 
builder of the Central America, to say that he con- 
siders that ship to have been eminently seaworthy ; 
that she was built with great care and extraordina- 
ry strength, with the Dest fastenings, including 
diagonal iron braces, &c, and that her loss cannot 
be attributed to anv defect in her constru Jtion. He 
is of the opinion that the disaster was indirectly oc 
01 toe em pipes, or some 



of her connections; and this view is further substan- 
tiated by the statement of Captain Badger, w hode- 
scnl.es the heat and steam in the hold as bavins 
lieen so great as to drive the coal-passers from their 
work — though the ship did not labor hard.

The boatswain and three of the crew were placed 
in charge of the beat, and it was soon tilled w ith a 
portion of the ladv passengers and children. A 
great deal of difficulty attended getting them into 
the boat during the heavy -ea. The tLi-d boat that 
was lowered was in charge of the quartermaster and 
three oarsmen; this was likewise tilled with women 
and children, and pushed off for the brig Marine.

After all the remaining 
lady passengers, excepting three, had been taken on 
board, Ashby, tne chief engineer, made a move to 
get into the boat. Ciptain Herndon told him not to 
get in, upon which Ashby besought the captain to 
place him in charge of the boat. He promised the 
captain that he would come back with the boat, and 
w hat was more, prevail on the captain of the Ma- 
rine to come up with his vessel to where the steam- 
er lay, and get him to send his small boats out. Cap- 
tain H. said that he feared to trust him, as he was 
afraid he would not come back. Upon this 
sion of doubt relative to himself, Ashby said: "'I 
promise you, captain, most solemnly, that I will 
come back to the steam-r and not desert her," or 
wo r ds to this purpose. 

I heard the rem.rk distinctly, ai:d noted it. a* 
tke fact of the doubt a* o Lie ooit's return ctd-ed 
me to tiiiuk tiiat pociibly the present would r>e the 
la»t opportunity to save" myself; I saw that all the 
<%omen were in. and would not allow mvself anv 
thought of my personal safety till the safety of the 
women had been looked to. 

When Ashby got on board he drew a knife— as he 
saw several on the point of making a jump for the 
boat— and declared that if anv individual jumped 
on board that lie would take his life. I hat! a knife, 
too. at my command, and was not to be awed by 
any such threat. Knowing that the women and 
children were safe, I felt justified in Mall 1114 anv ef- 
fort for my ow n preservation, but the lioat was cut 
loose, I gave a jump and landed in the lioat. I had 
£2,000 in gold in a belt, and was about to tie itaboat 
me, but with the haste I had made to get into the 
boat, thrust it into my side coat pocket. In giving 
the jump it was thrown in some way out of my 
pocket into the water and lost. Ashby" did not car- 
ry out his threat as to doing me any personal injury. 
The boat had got but a few feet from the steamer 
when a young man named Adams, from Baltimore, 
dove head foremost from the steamer and came up 
on the other side of the small boat. He put his leg 
over into the lioat and got in so quicklv and quietlv 
:hat only one or two of those in the boat noticed it. 

Fifteen persons, including Ashby and the oars- 
men, were in the small boat in which I had safely 
landed myself. The reason why more did not at- 
tempt to get into the small boat was because they 
felt themselves safer on the steamer. No one be- 
lieved it possible that a small lioat could live. As 
it was it was with the utmost difficulty and danger 
that the small boats MOMd their loads from the 
steamer to the brig. Am the lioat in which I was 
left the steamer Capt. Herndon stood on the Im>w of 
the steamer, with a trumpet and spy-glass in his 
hands. The wind had abated somewhat, and the 
jiassengers on the steamer knowing this fact 
buoyed up with the hope that the brig M 
soon be able to come up to where the 
nd take them safely on board. 

Upon our boat load's arrh ing alongside the Ma- 
rine and being taken on board, Ashby asked Captain 
liirch if he could not get his brig nearer the Central 
America. This, Capt. B. said, was impossible, ow- 
ing to the disabled condition of his ve»sel and the 
heavy sea. By this time the brig had drifted about 
six miles from the steamer. Ashby asked the Cap- 
tain if he would not lower his small boat, but this, 
the Captain said, was in a condition unfit to be used. 
An offer was made by Ashby to Captain Birch of 
$500 if he would get his brig alongside of the Cen- 
tral America. The Captain repeated his statement 
that this was impossible in the condition his vessel 
then was. Ashby cow promised * loo a man to those 
w ho would go back in his small boat. David Kav- 
mond, quartermaster, said he would go to the 
steamer if she was fifty miles away, and that he 
was above taking pav for such services. Four 
men went back in the )>oat. Ashby remained on 
the Marine, notwithstanding his pledge to Captaiu 
Herndon. 

A small boat's crew of firemen arrived at the Ma- 
rine shortly after the arrival of Ashby 's boat. Capt. 
Birch said they should not come on board; but they 
would not heed his commands, but got on board. I 
tried to get these men to go back, but nothing coukt 
induce them. Meantime the two first boats return- 
ed to the steamer and brought other parties from 
the steamer. From the brig rockets were see» 
thrown up from the Central America. 

The boat sent back bv Ashbv to the steamer re- 
turned about 10 P. M., and brought intelligence of 
the sinking of the steamer.

Legal Presumptions ok Guilt.— The case of 
Miss Lavinia E Carrollena, whicli was tried Thurs- 
dav in the Munici; al Court, was a very remarkable 
one— remarkable no less for the appearance of the 
defendant than for her fortunate escafie from the fa- 
tal grasp of circumstantial evidence which had been 
accumulated upon her. The charge against her was 
larceny of a little money and a few clothes from her 
room-mate. 

Young, not over 20. good looking, but rather lady- 
like thaa lieautiful, unprotected and alone, she rose 
in the prisoner's dock and undertook her own de- 
fense. She examined and cross-examined the wit- 
nesses with almost professional astuteness; «nd at 
the close she herself turned to the jury and ad- 
dressed them. 

The government had the usual evidence arrayed 
against her, of the stolen property ljeing found in j 
her trunk or possession. With a sweet and plain- j 
tive voice, she related to the jurymen the story of | 
her life; how she had wandered here with her lover 
from the distant State of South Carolina, under a 
solemn pledge of marriage; how he had left her, 
and that, deceived into boarding in a place whose 
character she was too late horrified at, she had in- 
curred the dislike of a girl with whom she roomed; 
and all that she knew more about it was, that m her 
open bag these stolen thing* were fouud. But of 
this alleged theft she called upon her God to wit- 
ness she was entirely innocent. Her pure appear- 
ance, standing in the "dock among the horrid gang of 
sinners blistered with inveterate vices, was like a 
youthful angtl in purgatory. Her \v„rds were not 
"backed up by evidence; from the nature of the case 
they could not be; but the confirmation of their ve- 
racity, strong as holy writ, spoke from her gentle 
eyes" her placid face", and her pure demeanor; these 
vere a shining witness for her, aud opened her pris- 
on doors. 

H bile she spok», that vulgar court-room, where 
so much that is infernal passes in daily procession, 
seemed attentive as to strange and unaccustomed 
music. The District Attorney (Cooley), with a 
warm-hearted candor, declined to urge the jury to 
,convict her. The Judge (Nelson) charged them 
fullv, but with great feeling. There were tear* in 
his voice if not in his eyes, as he did so; and when 
at the conclusion the jury promptly acquitted the 
maiden, the whole audience, the villains in the 
dock, the ministers of justice in the bar, the spec- 
tators connected with the criminals— al 1 -no were 
assembled seemed to feel the sympathy of «enizens 
of Pandemonium for the escape of a spirit ..c up- 
per air to its congenial sunshine. 

The reniarkableness of this case is still more no- 
ticeable from the eicape of the victim. Many a 
youth is now serving out a House of Correction sen- 
tence on evidence not a particle stronger than this 
was. An indictment once found by a Suffolk grand 
jury against a friendless human being is almost 
deadly. The petit juries follow the District Attor- 
ney and the graad juries; and over the head of 
tbo«e who enter their precincts (unless they are 
rich) the motto of the Inferno flashes out — "all hope 
abandon, ye whoenter here." 

The presumption of law is, that the person in 
whose possession stolen goods are found is prima 
facie guilty, andaiust then prove his own innocence. 
So in homicide, if the Government prove the kill- 
ing, the defendant must himself prove he did it in 
self-defence. Inboth cases the "burden of proof" 
is laid upon him. practically defeating the benign 
maxim of the conmon law, that "eve'y man is pre- 
sumed innocent til proved guilty." In the case of 
this poor girl, hew could she prove her innocence? 
She saw no fatal finger thrust the stolen goods into 
her accusing truix; if she had stolen them she could 
not have been albwed to testify to it, for a defend- 
ant cannot testify, So Colt was condemned in New 
York for the mtrder of Adams, when the whole 
community belived him guilty of a suddeu, unpre- 
meditated" killing in the heat of" ra^e. But the gov- 
ernment proved the killing by him,and that took from 
him his common law presumption of innocence, 
threw upon him the burden of proving that he 
struck the blow in au^er; this he had no means 
to do. 

Substantially the sane principle was involved in 
the Peter York case, the negro, whom Richard D. 
Dana unsuccessfully defended under the rulings of 
the Chief Justice, but whose sentence was commu- 
ted by the Governor; »nd very similar though not 
identical was the capital point in Prof. Webster's 
famous conviction. 

In some cases, substantial justice is attained by 
this technicality of th' law, but quite as often, we 
fear, positive and grie'ous wrong is done. Suppose 
this poor girl in questim had not been blessed with 
an appearance and adiress so prepossessing, or had 
not been so calm andself-assured; suppose she had 
abandoned herself to aief and tears as she saw the 
frightful me hes of ths "circumstance" of the law- 
crushing away from hsr her legal presumption of 
innocence, she would t>-day have been in a felon's 
cell, hopelessly demonlized. We have before this 
heard the agonizing shrieks of unfortunates con- 
demned, echoing through those vaulted chambers; 
prisoners who protest ei and swore to their innocence: 
and against whom noling but such prima facie cir- 
cumstances had been presented. In tne practical 
administration of our Massachusetts law there is 
some alleviation of tie wrong which is risked by 
this severe technicality of the Taw, in the discretion 
of the Judges in consiteringauy indications of "good 
character" which ma. appear. But society should 
look to its criminals, aid to its criminal law.

not connected with the enterprise, but striving with 
in itself to acquire the largest amount of profits; all, 
however, sharing in common the benefits of the 
home, which is, itself, a separate and distinct branch 
of industry, with its duties and responsibilities. 

We now come to the details of the family, with 
its duties, responsibilities, and demands. In the 
details already given arrangements hava been made 
for housing and feeding the family, at the family 
hotel or home. It now becomes necessary to pro- 
vide clothing of every description, and this creates 
the demand for additional branches of industry, 
including the manufacture of these articles, each of 
these branches to be conducted as separate from 
all others and having its own duties and respon- 
sibilities. 

We wish to fix the fact upon the mind of the 
reader that none of the industrial pursuits are 
common to the school, but that they are separate 
- occupations, carried on expressly for the 
purpose of making money to defray the general 
expense and only secondarily affording opportuni- 
ty to the children to enter for so many hours each 
working day, and labor under instructions just as 
if a boy from the common school w as to go every- 
day into a neighboring workshop acd work so 
many hours, the head workman kiudly giving him 
instructions. 

The stockholders appropriate the amount of each 
subscription, to be held in perpetuity, for the pur- 
pose of carrying on such manufactures as will be 
most remunerative to produce a fend to be used 
for providing parental care in supplying the nat- 
ural and educational w ants of unprovided-for chil- 
dren, through the instrumentality of the home, the 
school, and the workshop, the" great sustaining 
powers of society and the theater of all individ- 
ual and national greatness. 

Having provided for the boarding and clothing of 
the family of children, we must now look to their 
government and instructioji, for the children have 
no more to do with the conducting of the home, onlv 
so far as they mav be receiving instruction in and 
learning the handicraft of the industrial branches 
carried on in it, than have boarders in a hotel. The 
home is the place where a person or a family reside*; 
the Moiiadeiphi m> provide a home, at which the 
family of unprovided-for children reside for a speci- 
fied length of time, subject to the rules and regula- 
tions of that home, and assuming the responsibilities 
and obligations thus imposed. The ho-ne :s a iena- 
rate business concern, provided for the accommoda- 
tion of all and the protection as.1 education of the 
family of :hildren. 

The government of a family of children requires 
a controlling head, discharging the duties and per- 
forming the obligations of father an 1 mother. In a 
large family the elder brothers and sisttrs M|k< the 
parents in the discharge of these duties and the per- 
formance of the&e obligations. 

We place then a male and female representing the 
parental head over the government and instruction, 
for we consider the domestic circle the true school, 
of this Monadelphiau familv. Wo then classify the 
children according to age, disposition, capacity, and 
pursuit, into groups orclasses of ten or twelve, and 
place over each class a governor or teacher repre- 
senting an elder brother or sister, who is to be their 
constant atteudant, day and night, their teacher in 
word and deed, and their companion and associate 
wherever they be, all being accountable and sub- 
ject to the parental authority. Thus the familv is 
made a separate industrial branch with its ow n ac- 
countabilities and responsibilities, whose busiuess is 
to grow up the children to l>e perfect, moral, intel- 
lectual, and industrial men and women as far as 
education can make them perfect. Can society do 
for itself belter work than thi*? S. 

Thirty-sevkn Poisoxej*— ,S7> 7>eml— Terrible 
RetribvtUm. — One of our subscril>ers. from Pike 
county, informed H yesterday of a most horrible 
and atrocious rise »>f paiaoaiag that county, just 
below the line of Montgomery, and in the neighbor- 
hood of Brucevillc. The annals of crime will hard- 
ly show a more e xtensive and diabolical piece of 
villainy. 

It seems thai a ilermun or Hungarian, whose 
name our informant had forgotten, was on intimate 
terms with a negro woman, the property of old 
Thomas Frazell, one of the earliest settlers of Pike. 
This man had once l>een in the employ of Mr. F., 
and was familiar with his premises." Some time 
since he had been detected in gambling with Mr. 
F.'s negroes, and Mr. F. had instituted a prosecution 
against him. On Saturday evening, the 12th iust., 
he was seen in conversation with the negro woman 
above alluded to. at the well, although he had re- 
ceived orders from Mr. Frazell never to come about 
his premises. 

On Sunday there were some thirty-seven persons 
dining at Mr. Frazell's house, of whom about thirty 
were visitors from the neighborhood. All these be- 
came sick soon after eating, vomiting violently; and 
the cook lieing arrested immediately, on a suspicion 
of poisoning, at once proceeded to "state as follows: 
She said that the white man above referred to, 
while at the well, had given her a vial containing 
arsenic, which he instructed her to mingle with 
'•the meal, the milk, the butter, and the coffee." 

He was jmrticuLirly desirous that it should go 
into every article of food , because old Bir. Frazell 
was in delicate health, and generally ate very spar- 
ingly. The negro woman said she "followed "the di 
rections of her lover to the letter — who, bv the way, 
added to his instructions the remark that, "'-after the 
old man had taken that, he would hardly prosecute 
him in that case." 

The poison was administered, as we have sean 
but too successfully. The whole assemblage of per- 
sons were put under its influence, and at the last 
accounts six had died from its effects. Old Mr. 
Frazell died about sunset of Sunday, the day of the 
poisoning. His overseer's wife and two children, 
Mrs. ( loud, a widowed daughter of Mr. F., and 
Mr. F.'s granddaughter died the next dav. Seve- 
ral others were lying in a critical condition, and 
noubtless there will !»e more victims of this awfullv 
fiendish crime. 

Mr. Jack Frazell, son of the old man, happened to 
lie out of meal on the day of the poisoning, and 
sent to his father's and borrowed a bushel. Alt who 
partook of this, including a brother who had de- 
clined to eat at his father's — having come in after 
some of the company had got sick— were more or 
less affected. 

After we had written the above, our informant, 
Mr. J. M. Johnson, of Pike, called on us again and 

fave us the name of the poisoner, which is Comiska. 
Ir. J. further atates that the infuriated people of 
the neighborhood have burnt the negro woman, and 
will perform the same service for Comiska on next 
Monday. In the mean time he is safely lodged in 
jail at Troy. He neither denies nor a'dmits anv-
